On  the  call  of  the  majority  of  the  members  pres- 
ent for  the  previous  question,  the  presiding  ofli*.  r  shall  put 
the  question  in  this  form  :  "  Shall  the  main  ques,uon  be  now 
put  ?  "  If  the  motion  is  carried,  the  vote  shall  be  first  on  all 
pending  amendments,  after  which  upon  the  main  question;  if 
decided  in  the  negative,  the  question  shall  lie  over  until  the 
next  quarterly  meeting. 

Rri.r:  S.  After  the  psesiding  officer  has  ri-sen  to  put  a 
question  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  upon  it. 

Rl  l.K  q.  Kvery  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  i("  the 
presiding  officer  or  any  member  desires  it.  A  motion  may  be 
withdrawn  before  decision  or  amendment,  bv  consent  of  the 
majority  of  the  members. 

Rile  10.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  may  be  dispensed 
with,  upon  a  motion  to  that  effect  being  regularly  put  and 
carried  by  a  two-f  birds  vote  of  the  members  present, 

Rl  i.K  II.  After  any  question,  except  one  of  indefinite  post- 
ponement, has  been  decided,  any  two  members  who  voted  in 
the  majority  may,  at  the  same  time  or  next  quarterly  meeting 
move  for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  but  no  discussion  of  the 
main  question  shall  be  allowed  unless  reconsidered. 

Rile  12.  In  ail  cases,  except  the  election  of  officers, 
standmg  committees,  and  the  members  of  the  Association, 
the  vote  shall  be  taken  viva  voce.  So  firm  or  firms  shall 
have  more  than  one  vote. 

Rule  1,^.  These  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  but  such  suspen- 
sion shall  iu>t  go  beyond  the  meeting.
